Mr Bone first referred to 
the few facta which are known of the per- 
sonal history of Duddha, From these it 
appears that the Indian Teacher was born 
B. . 623; that ho was married at the 
age of seventeen, that ho had a son 
born. to him a year Juter, that he 
soon felt discontentad with the life 
he was compelled to live, which was ove of 
luxuty, and gradually relinquished it for 
one of meditation ; that ho really hegan to 
Preach at the age of-49. and that he died 
at 80. The introduction of Buddhism into 
China was roterred to'tho attof Ming Tai 
of the Han dynasty A.D. 65, who in 
consequenco of a strange dresm_ sent 
ambassadors to India, in search of the new 
religion, nn image of whose founder was 
aceon in the dream. Reference waa madc 
to the number and tha character of: the 
first. Buddhist missionaries ta China, who 
were ‘apparently ¢arnest mon, and who 
subthitted to much hardship for the eake 
of their faith. Tn answer to a ques- 
tioner, as to the faith of the ordinary 
Chineso, Mr Bone said that, when on the 
death of a father, u suitable sito for: a 
gtave was to be selected, then the son 
would be a Taoist; whon tho soul was to 
be led out from the abyss of Purgatory, 
then he would be a Buddhist, when after. 
wards the son wanted to, worship the manes 
of h’sdeceased ancestor he would be a Con- 
fucinnist. Butno onescemed toseo any in- 
congruity in this confusion, because every- 
body did ‘tho same thing; and what overy- 
body docs nrust be quite right and beyond 
dispute. Wheo the lecturer came to speak 
of the inonaeteries of China, he referred to 
their attractive locations, for many of thom 
have been erected in the most beautiful 
spots in the kingdom, and_as far ag nature 
could make the spot attractive, this had 
been done. Referonco was made to two
